DEFENDANTS PAY THE COSTS 


FOR DEFENSE OF THE NATION 


Secretary of W ar Dickinson 
Begins 
Organization of Field Army. 


Washington, March 8.— The initial 
step toward the organization of 250,- 
OOO trained men toward a national de­ 
fense was taken in an order issued by 
Secretary of W a r Dickinson, locating 
the first 
field 
army of the United 
States. 
This arm y consists of three clivis 
ions, made up of the* national guard of 
New York. Connecticut. New Hamp­ 
shire, Massac husetts, Rhode Island and 
Maine, and th** full strength of the 
regular army in those states. 
It will 
consist of 36,000 men. 
Later, other 
armies will la' organized by combining 
the m ilitia of the' other states with 
the regular army. 
It is expected that

In time of peace, the national guard
